Hanna Wins Junior Champion Female; Brown Takes All Others 


The Iowa Centennial State Fair exhibi- 
tion drew tremendous crowds from the first 
day. The cattle barns were_ thronged 
throughout the week. The breeding classes 
were well filled with excellent specimens 
of the bred. The 4-H department did itself 
proud with entries in the heifer section 
where great strings of high class young 
females paraded before Judge Geo. Porteous, 
long time breeder and showman, who_is 
now manager at Dunwalke Farms, Far 
Hills, New Jersey, where a herd of Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle has been started. For the 
most part, the cattle were in excellent fit, 
several herds showed much improvement 
in this respect as compared with last year. 
For the first time Koester’s Aberdeen-An- 
gus Farm at Gladbrook, Iowa, made its ap- 
pearance and a good strong showing. This 
is a herd that we have knewn but little 
about, and it is getting a good start with 
good cattle. Contrary to former years the 
Journal will only attempt to touch upon the 
high spots on this occasion, 

It remained for Elliott Brown to make 
a great showing. His cattle won many of 
the competitions, including the junior and 
the senior and grand championships for 
bulls. His two year old, Envious Blackcap 
B. 6th 504417, is better than ever and came 
through with flying colors. It was his jun- 
ior yearling bull, Erian B. 524932, a son of 
the show bull, Black Ruler of Bordulac, that 
went through to the junior championship 
for bulls. In the female classes Brown was 
again successful, capturing the senior and 
grand championship honors with his two 
year old cow, Erianna B. 2d by Envious 
Marshall 38d. The Hanna Stock Farm, of 
Bordulac, North Dakota, not alone won the 
baby heifer class but took the sweet little 
lady, Princess 6th of Bordulac 540054, a 
daughter of Blackbird Bandolier of Page 2d 
481190, along for the junior female champ- 
ionship. She is a member of the Hanna 
Stock Farm pair of winning calves.

Every breeder in 
this land should exercise his right to vote 
and in the selection of your list of preferred 
delegates be sure to choose men whom you 
can reasonably expect to attend this meet- 
ing, for it is at the annual meeting that the 
directors and officers for the next year will 
be selected. 

Your delegates should be men of vision, 
not petty politicians, but rather cattlemen 
with the best interests of our great breed of 
cattle at heart. Men who will after they 
have arrived at Chicago, select directors 
who not alone represent the various sections 
of the country but men who have had exper- 
ience in the production, development and 
marketing of Aberdeen-Angus cattle. Men 
who will get together and frame a policy 
of improvement and lay the plans for fur- 
ther expansion of the breed. Men of inte- 
grity and determination to forge ahead.

Am enclosing check and statement. Con- 
gratulations, Fred, on your remark that the 
club steers could stand a little better hind- 
quarter and more thickness. I believe a 
little fair criticism is better than patting 
them on the back all the time. Personally 
I believe too many people are unduly in- 
fluenced by minor points to the detriment 
of the real thing. They will take them long, 
shallow and light in the quarter if they are 
smooth and have a stylish head. Smooth- 
ness and style are o. k. if you get the 
things a steer judge looks for also, but 
let’s don’t forget the block is the ultimate 
end. Then, too, many bulls are used _ be- 
cause they are of certain breeding and fam- 
ily, rather than because they are thick and 
have hind-quarters on them. I was much 
interested in the remarks of the young 
breeders. I would like to see a steer judge 
piace some of these breeding classes and 
give everything the gate that he considered 
overdone. As to borrowing show cattle we 
call such combination herds carnival outfits 
in this part of the country. They get too 
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much of the money that is paid in as regu- 
lar fees by average breeders who do not 
show. 

I am offering now ten Elba heifers and 
a few cows mostly sired by the bull Earl 
Eric Revolution 2d 476913. They would be 
o. k. for some one particular as to Bang’s 
test 2s they have had four tests. I sold a 
bull today to Ben Brunsvold, of Jackson, 
Minnesota, and three club calves to Red- 
wood county. I sold nine for steers last 
year and this fall they were grand champ- 
ions in five counties with two counties not 
heard from as yet. In Mower county where 
I sold two, they were first in both yearling 
and calf class. The yearling was grand 
champion. This is our biggest county show, 
230 calves this year. They have their own 
sale at Austin, which Hormel and other 
business men support wonderfully. 

The calves were sired by the little bull 
that topped vour sale that time and out of 
dams by my old son of Earl Marshall. They 
were all Elba Erica’s so you see they have 
breeding and the rear ends also. Yours 
very truly, M. L. Snyder.

Thursday, September 1st at Columbus, 
PP —— tr one of the largest, if not 
the largest, Aberdeen-Angus show of breed- 
ing cattle held in the Buckeye state. Herds 
came from Tennessee, Illinois, Ohio, Michi- 
gan and Indiana to compete, and the number 
of good herds made competition for every 
one. The cattle were placed by Professor 
Don Kays of Ohio State University at Col- 
umbus and represented a long day’s work. 
Classes were unusually large and, in a num- 
ber of cases exceptionally close, especially 
at the top end of the groups. — 

Eileenmere 87th was the winner of the 
blue in the aged bull group, and in the two 
vear old class Price brown led in Blackcap 
Barry of the Scripps herd for the sought 
after ribbon. For the first time this sea- 
son, Eileenmere 168th won over the last 
year’s Junior champion, Ames Plantation 
Pride’s uric in the senior yearling group 
and went further to win the senior and 
grand championship awards for the J. Gar- 
rett Tolan herd at Springfield, Illinois. 
Kileenmere 190th won the junior yearling 
class for Mr. Tolan and Evesback Evader. 
The Scripps summer yearling headed the 
class for summer yearlings. The Hnamour, 
a bull with a lot of scale won for J. S. Cald- 
well & Son, of Chillicothe, Ohio, the blue 
ribbon for bull calves. Eileenmere 168th 
was made senior and grand, defeating his 
stable mate, Eileenmere 190th, who was 
made junior champion. J. Garrett Tolan 
dominated the entire group of bulls win- 
ning first in the groups of five, three and 
two bulls. 

In the cow class, Robert Cresap won the 
plue with Blackbird 14th of St. Albans, and 
Estamere, the Tolan two year old, continued 
to win her class, as well as senior and 
grand championship awards at Columbus.

The Tolan herd won the get of sire, grad- 
ed herd, pair of yearlings and were defeat- 
ed by J. S. Caldwell & Son for the pair of 
calves. It proved to be a very good show; 
our only comment is that some of the cat- 
tle being exhibited were far from the con- 
dition they should be in to prove top com- 
petition or to prove of valuable advertis- 
ing to their respective owners. 

It may seem wrong, but type without 
finish doesn’t lead to the best kind of a 
show, and we heard that though Aberdeen- 
Angus have less money this year than the 
other beef breeds at Ohio they still had 
a larger show. We wonder if the tops 
were not the equal of any breed, and regret 
that we heard that the bottom end of the 
classes were far inferior and were the basis 
of the argument that the blacks had the 
numbers but lacked the high quality all the 
way through the classes and groups. We 
make a point of it, in order to urge breed- 
ers, who show, to get their cattle in better 
condition so that they may enjoy a greater 
benefit from their show ring advertising.

Coming into Virginia in the early fall 
makes one realize even more why this 
eastern state is so well adapted to the 
breeding of pure bred live stock, the feed- 
ing of steers for market, and why it is 
fast becoming a center for “the back to the 
farm-movement” on the part of many who 
have wanted to own a good farm away 
from a city’s rush and bustle. 

These newer breeders have done much 
for Virginia’s agricultural program and 
will do more, for they are building tne 
land, stocking it with high class cattle and 
enriching the state as one result. 

As we have mentioned, October 17th, is 
the date set for the next auction of Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle in the state of Virginia. 
The sale will again be held at the North 
Wales Club just a few miles out of Warren- 
ton, which is but an hour’s drive from 
Washington. 

We are interested in the results of this 
sale, and naturally the results are deter- 
mined greatly by the kind of cattle these 
Virginians have selected to represent their 
herds. I saw many of the cattle nominated 
for this sale last spring, and have seen 
them again this past week. Some have been 
refused, others have been substituted, and 
our general statement would be that few 
finer consignments of Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle have been offered by any group of 
breeders. Frequently, we are asked wheth- 
er or not the eastern herds will compare 
with the middle western herds. Our answer 
must be in the affirmative, and decidedly 
such. For proof, we ask that you visit 
this sale and see for yourselves the kind 
of cattle that are being bred and develop- 
ed in the east, and more particularly at 
this time in the state of Virginia. 

Manager Milt Miller of Canterbury 
Farms at Warrenton had promised to go 
with me and see the sale cattle, so out to 
Canterbury to pick up Milt, I went. Before 
going elsewhere, we first saw the Canter- 
bury consignment. Six head of young 
breeding cattle are entered from this larg- 
est of Virginia herds. Just one bull, 
Canterbury Black Lad 4th. Just how good 
he is, we leave to the buyers, but we know 
that any visitor will like his type, smooth 
and lowset that he is, with the kind of mas- 
culinity that one approves of in a herd sire. 
Just how many times Milt has had an op- 
portunity to sell him of late, I cannot state, 
but retaining him for the sale has been 
done so that Canterbury might properly be 
represented in this affair. The five head of 
females will be seen, and anyone liking a 
select group would do themselves no harm 
to look these heifers over pretty carefully. 
Possibly, Canterbury Elba 15th is Mr. Mill- 
er’s chief hope, but Canterbury Eriskay 3d 
and Canterbury Barbara 3d will both offer 
some competition. Jack Lowe, herdsman at 
Canterbury, has been there now almost a 
year and his efforts have not been in vain. 

Milt then crawled into the car and we left 
for Broadview, home of Epponian 8th of 
Rosemere, and many splendidly bred choice- 
ly selected females. Dave Sutherland, herds- 
man was on the job and from the looks of 
the herd as well as the sale cattle, must be 
endeavoring to build a real breeding esta- 
blishment for Mr. Hagner. He has_ the 
foundation and the ambition and we think 
the hopes are well founded. But, this 


time we were especially interested in see- 
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entered by Boradview. First was Enzora 
of Broadview, a young thing calved in 
March, 1937, and sired by Revolution Black- 
cap, the bull that has been getting many 
splendid calves for Andelot Stock Farms in 
Maryland. Enzora of Broadview is out of 
a Hartley Stock Farm cow, Enzora 25th of 
Page, who is by Earl Eric Glencarnock 3d, 
which fact should add something to her 
value.

Next was Blackcap of 
Broadview a March yearling sired by Black 
Lad of Sabin and out of another daughter of 
General of Page. Blackbird of Broadview 
an April, 1937, daughter of Andelot Ever- 
good, the bull that was sold to Mr. Hagner, 
then repurchased by Andelot Stock Farms 
for export to Cuba. This Blackbird heifer 
is out of a daughter of Mr. George K. 
Railey’s chief herd sire, Evilesco of Page. 
Reauty of Broadview, bred exactly as is the 
Blackbird heifer and Ida of Broadview 
make up the consignment. Ida of Broad- 
view is by Prince Parade, and note this 
heifer. Her dam is by Evilesco of Page, 
and that’s a rather good blood combination. 
As to the individual merits of the Broad- 
view group, see them, see their uniformity, 
and buy them if you can, for they must be 
considered a choice lot of breeding females. 
I understand that one or two may sell serv- 
ed to Epponian 8th of Rosemere. Here’s 
an opportunity to buy a son or a daughter 
of the 1936 International grand champion 
bull.

the great grain-feeding areas in the long 
trek of cattle from calf-hood to shambles, 
colleges and experiment stations in the 
North Atlantic States have been casting 
about for some years to see if there was 
not a place for them somewhere along the 
line in this chain of happenings. That the 
Metropolitan area of New York City is the 
greatest consuming center of good beef in 
this country, no one who is acquainted with 
the situation can deny. Have the North At- 
lantic states no place at all in taking ad- 
vantage of this good market? 

It is in the field of pasture that one 
finds much of interest and also much to 
satisfy his desires to uncover some of the 
hidden facts which can be readily applied by 
the farmer who is a cattle-producer. 

In order to compare pastures properly, 
many methods of grading, evaluating and 
appraising have been proposed, particularly 
as they apply to cattle. It is true that 
dairy cattle do not furnish a ready means of 
pasture evaluation, especially if feeds other 
than pastures are used. It is also true that 
methods proposed must make minimum use 
of the human factor. Our ideas of pasture 
are rapidly undergoing change. It does 
seem unwise for man to try to answer this 
question properly, when the animal alone 
is the only one in a position to supply this 
information. 

It would seem that the beef cattle grazer 
has at hand one of the most readily appli- 
cable means of measuring pasture which at 
the present time seems likely to become 
available soon. I refer to live weight gain 
per acre. He pastures in order to secure 
gains on the cattle. The composition of 
the herbage and the proper nutritive value 
of the pasture must not be forgotten, but 
steer grazers rarely let this worry them.

good to choice. 

There is still much to learn about pastur 
management and what really constitute 
good pasture. It is feared that for too long 
our efforts have been bent toward develop: 
ing what would appear to man as real pas- 
ture. But pasturing is the work of the cat- 
tle, and they only can give us a reliable re. 
port on its value. It is evident that yield 
alone is not a reliable measurement, nor jg 
our knowledge of what constitutes desirable 
herbage complete as yet. Would it not be 
more reliable to measure how the animal 
body responds, expressed in terms of live 
weight gain? 

Furthermore in our program of pasture 
improvement, how can we better measure 
the results of our efforts along this line? 
In the various areas under consideration— 
and their consequent herbage—who knows 
the exact height of grazing which will give 
us maximum returns? It is evident that

The Maryland State Fair’s show of Aber- 
deen-Angus was, we believe, a little better 
than the show a year ago. We think that 
for the most part the cattle were in better 
condition, and in the younger classes a 
larger number were exhibited. 

The older classes of bulls were disap- 
pointing, for lack of competition. But one 
bull was shown in each of the three senior 
bull classes, Cremona Farm’s entry, Revo- 
lution of Cremona was the aged bull ex- 
hibited, Andelot Black Joe was the two year 
old exhibited by Will Mae Farms and Ebony 
EH. the senior yearling showed by EK. H. 
Hutchinson & Son, of Xenia, Ohio. 

The younger bull classes, though, furnish- 
ed more work for Prof. McKenzie for ii the 
junior yearlings we had three entries, 
headed by Andelot Edictor, shown by Ande- 
lot Stock Farms. Next in class was Mr. 
George K. Bailey’s Kiltie of Wickwire. 

Glencarnock Eric of Cremona did as he 
was expected to in the summer yearlings 
for he was the top of a group of five, and 
though somewhat smailer than the others 
had what it takes to win. Pushing him was 
Prince Andelot and next was another Ande- 
lot Stock Farm’s entry in General Burgess 
2d of Ada. 

Edsel H. won for the Xenia, Ohio, firm 
the top in the calf class with the Monocacy 
Farm’s entry, Barbarian Monoc standing 
second. The most notable improvement of 
any one herd exhibited was to be found in 
the Monocacy Farms herd this year.

There really 
wasn’t much doubt about her winning, for 
she was considerably deeper, and lower set 
than the most exhibited. However, this 
good cow is soon due to calve and she shows 
heavy in calf right now, which may affect 
her standing in later shows. 

Queen Meriam’s Jewel won for E. H. 
Hutchinson in the two year old cow class 
with Wickwire in second place with Blithe 
Carol of Wickwire. 

Elspeth of Wickwire won the class of 
senior yearlings and Monocacy Farms stood 
second with Black Eva Mona. 

Junior yearlings were topped by Estelle 
Mona with second place going to the Hutch- 
inson entry, Estella H. 

Ada Queen L. 21st won for Andelot 
Stock Farms in the summer yearling class 
and again Wickwire commanded the second 
place, this time on Black Caress of Wick- 
wire.

1933 senior and grand champion bull 
ws heveecion of Rosemere 64th 452187. 
His show yard companion Barbara of Rose- 
mere 100th 449669 was the senior and grand 
champion cow of the same show. They are 
brother and sister in blood lines and it is 
the first time in the history of the Interna- 
tional when a bull and cow bred by exhib- 
itor, was ever senior and grand champion. 
Both were sired by Prizemere 32d 369132, a 
Pride of Aberdeen bull, bred to the Queen’s 
taste. He comes from a family of Prides of 
Aberdeen that were called Guisachan Prides 
—note the number of Highland champion 
bulls in their pedigrees. It is not common to 
find a bull that sires bulls and cows that are 
equally of the same merit. Never be per- 
suaded to think that the Pride of Aberdeen 
is not good enough for your herd. 

The 1933 junior champion bull was Ev- 
erald of Briarcliff 463319, sired by Envidon 
of Glencarnock 417423, by Faultless Pass, 
dam Esmerelda Glencarnock 2d 404537. The 
sire is an Eisa of the same tribe that the im- 
ported Entangle comes from. The dam is an 
Enchantress and she descends from a cow 
bred by John Grant, of Advie, Scotland, who 
has been in America. His farm place, at one 
time, was called Bogie, noted for the boggy 
places on the farm. In later years they be- 
came suspicious that the name did not add 
value, so they changed the name of the farm 
to Deleigh. That part of Scotland is very 
largely inhabited by the Grant family. In 
fact it is near Grantown of the Highlands. 

The junior champion heifer was Barbara 
M. of Anoka =—42222—, a Barbara. Her sire 
was Blackbird Bandolier of Page 414212 and 
her dam was Barbara McHenry E. —44831—. 
Blackbird Bandolier of Page 414212 was 
sired by Glencarnock Revolution 6th 384963, 
and his dam was Blackbird Harrison 6th 
387977, an Eisa Trojan Erica and a Ballin- 
dalloch Blackbird. 

The 1934 senior and grand champion bull 
was Black Peer of St. Albans 456385, a Mc- 
Henry Blackcap. He was sired by Eric Rev- 
olution 404801, his dam was an Enchantress, 
and the dam of the 1932 senior and grand 
champion bull. Black Peer of St. Albans 
456385 had for a dam, Blackcap of Glencar- 
nock 8th 428140, a McHenry Blackcap.

Henry Blackcaps and the Judy Blackcaps in 
such a manner that there is no question 
about their sterling individuality and their 
ability to produce a high class herd header. 
You will spend a lot of time and money and 
go a long way and still not find this bull’s 
equal in merit and blood lines. 

The junior and grand champion cow of 
the 1934 International was Blackeap Tolan 
35th 470006, a Judy Blackcap. Perhaps the 
most sensational Aberdeen-Angus female 
ever produced on the American continent. 
She was the 1935 and 1936 grand champion 
cow of the International. No other cow of 
the beef breed has made such a record. Her 
sire EHileenmere 32d 428072 is a Blackbird 
of the second strain. His sire Eileenmere 
15th 398457 was the senior and grand 
champion bull of the 1929 International. 
This bull is a descendant on his dam’s side 
of Eva of Whiteside 170186, an Enchantress 
cow, bred by the late Rev. Father White, 
Perry, Iowa. This cow was a great grand- 
daughter of Erica of Keillor Park 22899, a 
daughter of Emetine 15186 imported by Dr. 
Craik. Blackcap Tolan 35th 470006 unites 
the blood of many famous Blackcap, Black- 
bird, Trojan Erica, Pride of Aberdeen and 
Queen Mother tribes. 

The 1935 senior and grand champion bull 
of the International show, was Eileenmere 
85th 470007. He is an Enchantress Trojan 
Erica and descends from the same maternal 
cow, Black Eileen 115897, as his great grand 
sire Kileenmere 4th 251504. 

The 1935 senior and grand champion was 
Blackeap Tolan 35th 470006. You will note 
she was the junior and grand champion of 
the 1934 International. That was very sweet 
of her and so she was the 1936 Internation- 
al Grand Champion. 

The junior champion bull was Master 
Page 484244, a Blackbird of the 4th tribe, 
sired by Evascus of Page 428029—a des- 
cendent from Eline of Balmoral 61747 an 
Eisa Trojan Erica. This family of Elines 
have been breed improvers. 

The junior champion Aberdeen-Angus fe- 
male was Ames Plantation Babbette 2d 490- 
446, a Blackbird of the 4th strain, with a 
lot of champion sires to her credit. 

The 1936 senior and grand champion bull 
was Epponian 8th of Rosemere 478362 and 
he came from an Ejisa Trojan Erica that 
descends from a cow imported by Carpen- 
ter & Ross. He was sired by Eileenmere 32d

The senior and grand champion was 
Blackeap Tolan 35th 470006 and this made 
her third time as the mightiest of Queens. 

The junior champion bull was Black 
Prince of Sunbeam 504521. 

The junior champion heifer was Anoka 
Barbara 503839, a Barbara. 

I am unable to make a comment on these 
junior champions as I do not have the ex- 
tended tabulations before me. 

While it is fresh in mind I am reminded 
of another importation of Aberdeen-Angus 
that was very largely beneficial at the time 
to the breed as they brought some bulls 
that had been used in the Ballindalloch 
herd. It was in the fall of 1901 that the Hon. 
W. H. Goodwine, of West Lebanon, Indiana, 
imported about 100 head of Trojan Erica, 
Pride of Aberdeen, Queen Mother and a few 
other families. He also imported Bion 36986 
which had been used in the Ballindalloch 
herd for several years and he proved to be 
an outstanding sire for the Ballindalloch 
herd. He also imported Eolide 53302, a very 
highly bred Eisa Trojan Erica. Neither of 
these bulls lived many months after being 
imported. Mr. Goodwine was a cattleman 
of the old school and knew how to pick the 
good ones when he could find them. Some 
of the descendants of this importation found 
their way to the show yards of America and 
Canada and have been breed improvers. 
Since 1900 there have been several small 
importations made of very nice things and 
some of them very fashionably bred that 
have strengthened the breed. 

I want to mention a few most renowned 
bulls that have been imported to America: 
Judge, Justice and Prince Ito (all three were 
Highland society champions); Bion (first 
prize bull of the Highland); Eolide (a prize 
winner); Juba of Morlich (a prize winner 
at the Highland and one of the greatest 
campaigners seen in the American show 
yard); Edward R.; Lord Fretful; Eliminator 
of Ballindalloch; Earl Eric of Ballindalloch; 
Emlyn; Khartoum of Ballindalloch; Prince 
Festive of Ballindalloch; Prince of the Folds; 
Prince Felix of Ballindalloch; Bushranger; 
Entwistle; Jim Jams; Guinea; Chieftain; 
Baron Inca, and there are others of distinc- 
tion that I do not call to mind at this time.

Since the 20th of June, 1938 writes L. 
R. Kershaw, of Muskogee, Oklahoma, I 
have sold to Frank A. Godchaux & Son, 
Chairman and President of the Louisiana 
State Rice Milling Co., Inc., Abbeville, 
Louisiana, approximately 100 head of regis- 
tered Aberdeen-Angus cattle consisting 
mostly of heifers and cows.

Ericas, Blackeaps, Blackbirds, Evergreens, 
Queen Mothers, and Barbaras. To head 
these wonderful cattle the Godchauxs have 
bought Eline Marshall of Strathmore, son 
of Revolution 100th, the 1931 Interna- 
tional grand champion. Many of the heif- 
ers in this shipment are sired by sons of 
Prince Marshall, the 1921 International 
grand champion, and sons of Revolution 
8ist, a many times champion. 

This foundation for a pure bred Aber- 
deen-Angus herd in Louisiana is the direct 
result of a shipment I made to the God- 
chauxs two years ago of thirty-eight Aber- 
deen-Angus bulls for cross-breeding pur- 
poses with Brahman cows on their.thirteen 
thousand acre Live Oak Plantation. The 
pure bred herd is now located on their 
eight hundred acre Agnes Plantation. 

The Godchauxs believe that the cattle 
industry in this section can be made more 
profitable by developing a_ cross-bred 
especially adapted to the local conditions 
where grass and feed are abundant but 
where humidity and temperature are high. 
The original thirty eight Aberdeen-Angus 
that were used for crossing were highly 
successful in taking off horns, coloring 
calves black, putting them closer to the 
ground, and giving better beef type calves 
that are not only better adapted to this 
particular location but sell considerably 
higher when they are ready to be converted 
into beef. 

The herd on Agnes Plantation will be 
kept pure so that the Godchauxs and other 
cattle men of Louisiana may draw from 
them for further experimenting in develop- 
ing a cross adapted to Louisiana conditions. 

The fact that this foundation herd is 
started by the principal owners of the 
Louisiana State Rice Milling Co., Ince, 
America’s Largest Rice Millers, in a section 
where rice is the predominant agricultural 
product, is significant to the future of the 
cattle industry in this section. Rice and 
cattle men make an ideal combination. It 
is beneficial to rice to have the fields grazed 
every other year. These fields afford ideal 
forage for cattle, also rice straw stacks 
afford fine winter roughage and rice bran 
and rice polished, by products of rice mill- 
ing, are considered among the best cattle 
feeds for fattening purposes. 

I expect the Godchaux herds to stimulate 
interest in the breeding of better cattle in 
Southwest Louisiana.

our attempts to pasture to various exact 
heights such as one inch, two inches, and 
the like, cannot give us an accurate value, 
for anyone who knows cattle must realize 
that cattle do not pasture that way. Also, 
what, if any, is the real place of rotation 
grazing? 

It is submitted that in order to evaluate 
these things properly, live weight gains on 
similar animals would give us the most ac- 
curate—and at the same time accessible 
—method of measurement, which is apt to 
be fully appreciated by the non-experimen- 
talist mind, and even this method has much 
to recommend it to the experimentalist, at 
least until something better is uncovered.

to begin. The first man to greet us was 
Bill Barton, the new association fieldman, 
and then the breeders and exhibitors in 
turn. Everything about the show grounds 
was wet, very wet, nevertheless the show 
went on and Judge L. E. Laflin, of Crab 
Orchard, Nebraska, was on the job to get 
things going early. He took his time to 
making the placings, and says he found 
some mighty good specimens in the various 
lineups. Besides the Nebraska breeders, 
chief among whom was the firm of William 
Williams and Sons, of Clarks, who by the 
way are staging a public auction sale on 
Wednesday, November 2d, was found the 
show herds owned by Jas. B. Hollinger, of 
Chapman, Kansas, and that of J. Garrett 
Tolan, of Pleasant Plains, Illinois. The 
latter two herds rather dominated the show 
as Hollinger showed his two year old bull, 
Revemere of Wheatland 17th at the head of 
his class and followed that lead by placing 
him as senior and grand champion bull. 
This same exhibitor captured the junior 
championship for bulls with his good sum- 
mer yearling, Revoluter of Wheatland. Hol- 
linger also took the two, three and five 
bull groups. Tolan took the only _ bull 
blue when his junior yearling bull, Eileen- 
mere 190th, went to head his class. 

Hollinger’s Chimera of Wheatland 5th 
teok the cow class, and his junior yearling 
heifer, Chimera of Wheatland 8th won the 
class and went along to the junior cham- 
pionship. Tolan placed his good senior 
yearling heifer Blackcap Tolan 60th at the 
head of her class and then the judge made 
her senior and grand champion female. To- 
lan also placed Elmardo’s Mae 4th at the 
head of the summer yearling heifer class, 
while the University of Nebraska placed 
Senoramere at the top in the heifer calf 
class. Hollinger took the get, the aged herd 
and the pair of yearlings, and the Univer- 
sity came in for the pair of calves. 

There was a great deal of interest at the 
ringside when the Aberdeen-Angus were 
shown. In fact we heard more favorable 
talk about Aberdeen-Angus making good 
under any and all conditions in the west 
than has ever before been going the rounds 
of this show place.

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News From 


This beef cattle show has just recently 
come into its own, and J. C. Holbert, Ames, 
Iowa, is the one that must shoulder the 
biggest share of responsibility in getting 
the herds in attendance, and should also 
receive the biggest share of the credit for 
the way this part of the show was handled 
and the record that it made this year. 

The show was scheduled from September 
5-10, and as I did not know just what day 
was to be show day for the bonnie blacks 
I drove over on Tuesday the 6th and 
thought they might possibly be showing on 
that day. On arriving found that the show 
was not yet officially opened so just drove 
right through the main gate, no keepers 
being on duty, and over to the cow barns. 

Sunday and Monday, previous to this 
day, had not been conclusive to much activ- 
ity on the grounds, the long rain storm had 
discouraged the stands from being set up 
and the water was everywhere, in fact a gas 
motor and a pump was at work in the cow 
barn, guess the drains had become clogged 
and when this rain struck so hard the water 
had backed up into the cow barns and flood- 
ed about half of the stalls. This morning, 
however, much activity could be found, men 
were busy spreading sawdust in the aisles, 
trucks were hauling load after load of 
gravel to the grounds and trying to raise 
the footpaths above the mud, the hawkers 
were busy setting up their stands and the 
grounds officials were busy running from 
one end of the grounds to the other seeing 
that everything would be in readiness for 
the evening performance. 

As the blacks were not being shown that 
day I took time to visit around with the 
breeders and also to see that I got my 
hands on a “comp” that would let me in the 
grounds the next day. J. C. Holbert sup- 
plied this neccessity and the visits with 
the herds continued. Six herds were ready 
for the next day’s work and every one of 
the six were lowa herds, three of them 
have been shown at several fairs already 
this year and will probably be seen until 
the last show is closed this winter. They 
were, Elliott Brown, Rose Hill; Wayland 
Hopley Farms, Inc., Atlantic; Wilton Farms, 
Wilton Junction; Dell Wright & Sons, San- 
born; Geo.
